ARGUMENT.

He warns her of the risk she runs, but finally yields to her entreaties by changing her while 
she sleeps into the form of a beautiful girl. Under the name of Roseblossom, she wanders 
through the world to find the love that she seeks, and meets with a girl who, having been 
betrayed and deserted by her lover, loses her senses and dies broken-hearted. But, undeterred 
from her search, Roseblossom becomes the wife of a forester, with whom she lives for a time in 
such perfect happiness that she cannot survive his death. The elves bewail the fate of their 
Queen, and curse love as fatal to peace and happiness.
